Doesn’t Send Him on Trip

Donald Barthelme's eccen-
tric, dazaling little ' novel,
‘Snow White” appears to be
the literary conversation
piece of the year to date.
Like so many others, I was
bewildered by this display
of psychedelic virtuosity
when it appeared some
months ago in The New
Yorker, and became only
slightly more charitable to-
ward it after studying the
